MAIL SERVICE TO CHANGE 



The New Service Will Effect a Few Towns 
In the Country 

Within the next few days Postmaster | 
General Hitchcock will begin the es- 
tablishment of experimental carrier 
delivery in the smaller cities, towns and 
villages of the country, the patrons of 
which now must go to the post office to 
get their mail. The postmaster gen- 
eral announced that inauguration of 
this new service is imminent 

No more than $1,800 can be spent in 
any town. Congress appropriated $100,- 
000 to experiment with carrier delivery 
at post offices of the second and third 
classes, which do not now have it. 

Of the 473 post offices of the first, 
second and third classes in Illinois, 
163 have carrier service and 370 have 
not. It is believed delivery service can 
be established at small expense in many 
communities. 

The postmaster general arguec the 
matter before congress. He said 45,- 
000,000 residents of urban centers now 
enjoy free delivery of the mails through 
2,5-11 first and second class oflices 
while tho 42.000 rural carriers serve 
20,000,000 people living on the routes, 
This leaves between 25,000,000 and 30,- 
000,000 without delivery service. It 
was to fill this gap that Mr. Hitchcock 
recommended as appropriation for ex- 
perimental delivery in small communi- 
ties.

Now York.— Up on tho fifth or ofllco 
floor of tho American Museum of 
Natural History, Just opposite tho ele- 
vators, is a bulletin board, on which 
aro painted fifty or sixty names of 
persons actively connected with tho 
institution, all of them well known 
nnd many of them famous through- 
out tho scientific world. Opposlto 
each namo la a llttlo movable block 
of wood which flhowB whether tlio 
owned Is In or out. 

Inquiry discloses that some of the 
"outs" aro not far away, but that 
many of thorn havo been absent a 
long tlmo; that they ore In tho lonely 
corners of tho earth and that thoy 
nro not likely to bo In for another 
year or two. Theso acouta of sclenco 
como nnd go at long intervals, but 
there nro so niany of them connected 
with thomuaeum that every month 
or so Bomo ono marks hla doparturo 
or nrrlval on tho board. 

As a matter of fact such Institu- 
tions as tho American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, tho Field Musoura In 
Chicago, tho National Museum at 
Waahtngton, and various European 
Institutions aro doing tho largest 
Bharo of tho geographic exploration 
of tho earth Just at present. Tho 
plan that .each follows Is usually tho 
same. 

First thoy send out ono man alone, 
or two together, 'to penotrato somo 
remote region about which nothing is 
known. This is really a scientific 
Bcouting party. Tho Instructions aro 
to move as quickly as possiblo, but 
to mako a thorough survey of -tho 
scientific poEslbilltles of tho country. 
When tho scouts como back nnd re- 
port then a largo expedition Is fitted 
out, arrangements being made for it 
to stay In tho field several years. Tho 
scouts do not accompany this ex- 
pedition. Thoy aro off. on another 
rcconnoisaanco in somo other distant 
part of the world. 

Within tho last year or so, for in- 
stance, tho Museum of Natural His- 
tory sent E. O. Hovey to tho West in- 
dies nnd thenco to tho Chihuahua dis- 
trict of Mexico to study volcanoes, it 
sent Henry B. Crampton on three ox- 
pedltions to Tahiti and the South Sea 
Islands, and later to British Guiana 
and Mount Roralma. Frank M. Chai>- 
man has covered moro than 65,000 
miles in collecting materials for the

To do BO will bo cheaper, much easier 
and twice as quickly done as to build 
tho Panama canal, says tho New York 
Herald. • 

All that Is necoBsary to accomplish 
these roBults, some of which would re- 
Bult from tipping tho old earth side- 
ways, Is to build a riprap Jetty about 
200 miles long across tho shoals ex- 
tending eastward from Newfoundland, 
near Capo Itaco. That would atop the 
Labrador current, whoso cold Is cap- 
able of making 2.000,000 tons of Ico 
every second, from running right Into 
tho Gulf stream, whose heat is equal 
to tho burning of 2.000,000 tons of 
coal every minute. They meet now 
on tho Grand Bank, where tho water 
is only about 250 feet deep. Tho Gulf 
stream is split up and spreads out 
over mllllona of square leagues of tho 
Atlantic. 

Sink Labrador Current 
If such a jetty were built the Labra- 
dor current coming down from tho 
Arctic would be turned eastward, and 
■would be sunk so far when the Gulf 
stream met It that the latter warm 
blue river of the ocean would pass 
over tho groat cold river from the 
north polo. Tho warm Gulf stream 
would continue In almost undiminish- 
ed volume to tho northward and the 
Labrador current would run a mile 
deep through tho great depths of the 
AtUintlo, making the torrid zone about 
tho equator cDolfer, while the Gulf 
stream would require only threo 
months to melt every Inch of Ice 
around the pole. 

Fantastic though this may appear, 
It haa received tho closest Interest 
from the foremost men of practical 
flclenco In America and otlier coun- 
tries. Every detail 'Of the aa- 
toundlng enterprise has been worked 
out by Carroll Livingston Rlkor of 
Brooklyn, who has made critics swal- 
low their scornful prophecies in other 
enterprises. Ho built at Bl^Dey street. 
In 1874, the first mechanical refriger- 
ating warehouse over constructed, and

harbor for the Spanish government 
and prepared tho system for disposal 
of Havana's sewage. 

Hla record is not that of a visionary, 
and the respectful Interest accorded 
him by his world-wide correspondents 
on tho Great Bank Jetty project Indl- 
cateB that ho 1b known to the Bcien- 
tiflc world in no undignified aspect. 
Figures Not Contradicted, 
In tho book "Power and Control of 
the Gulf Stream." just published by 
Mr. Rlkor, he dlacusseB tho problem ot 
preserving to tho universe tho benev- 
olent warmth of tho Gulf stream for 
tho destruction of the Btorlltzlng cold 
of tho Arctic. Ho goes Into details 
to prove that the Great Bank Jetty 
win do what he claims for It by pro- 
venting the destructive meeting of 
tho great frigid and warm ocean 
Btreams. He shows that the material 
for tho jetty la ready at hand, that the 
Labrador current wlU Itaelf build up 
witli its sand scoured from Ita Arctic 
course the barrier to Ita conflict with 
the Gulf stream, and he has exact fig- 
uree and other data for all tho amaz- 
ing results he declares must Inevit- 
ably follow the 'Construction of that 
ocean dam. 

"This work is most respectfully 
dedicated to him who now holds the 
power physically to control the world, 
its climates, Its heats and Us light, 
His Royal Highness and Imperial 
Majesty King George VL" la the dodl- 
cation of tho volume. Great Britain, 
of course, owna tho territory upon 
which tho Rlker Jetty muat be con- 
structed, If at all. 

Ocean currents, he recites, control 
tho distribution of tropical solar heat, 
the waters heated about the equator 
bearing nway toward tho poles the 
heat there absorbed and modifying 
lands near which they run. The great 
warm flood of tho Gulf stream, 40 
miles in wldlh and 1,200 feet deep, 
with a temperature above 73 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Is like a hot water pipe 
warming the Atlantic coast and ad- 
joining regions as It flows northward. 
Tho Labrador current, 250 miles 
wide and 200 feet deep, sweeps down 
from the Arctic with a temperature 
below 32 degrees, or freezing. It 
meets and robs the Gulf stream of Ita 
heat In the meeting on i tho Grand 
Bank. 

His facts and flgurea are not con- 
tradicted by any of tho Bclentlsts who 
have written to Mr. Rlker on this sub- 
ject.

Tho setting of the table Is, In a 
general way, familiar to every woman. 
Tho table Is set and food Is served 
threo times a day and threo hundred 
and Blxty-fiTe days in tho year, not 
to mention dinner parties, receptions 
and banqufitn. This Important sub- 
ject, however, has been sadly neglect- 
ed, and 1b, perhaps, tho one least con- 
sidered In the average modern homo. 
U should \n ono of common interest, 
for tho attrtictlvcncBS of tho table and 
suitability of dlshea and sor^Mco add 
much to tho plcaauro of eating, "tho 
favorite pa^tlmo of tho American peo- 
plo," 

The old adago, "Man works from 
sun to sun, but woman's work Is never 
done," is nanctioned by every Intel- 
ligent hounekeepor. Tho homo de- 
mands nlnn-tenths of tho ten hours, a 
working man's day, to carry on the 
duties of any well-regulated family. 
The prcpaintlon of the food Itself, or 
cooking, la not a simple or single act 
Tlmo is involved; thought Is Involved; 
energy, ecrinomy and good manage- 
ment aro Involved. Wo must not atop 
hero, the service of meals must re- 
ceive its djo proportion, and tho at- 



tahle, tho easentlala of good form and 
tasto and those simple but Important 
rules which aro best adapted to the 
majority of tlio people, havo been 
selected. 

Havo the Bllence cloth thick enough 
to protect the table. Seo that it la 
amooth. Tho cornora may bo folded 
and pinned on the undoraido of' tho 
tablo. AabestoB pads ore used suo- 
cessfully. 

Havo the tablo cloth of correct size 
to hang well over tho ends and sides 
of tho tablo. 

Places should be oppoalto and at 
equal distances from each other. 

Placo cards should bo small and In- 
conspicuous — placed on the napkin or 
above tho plate In lino with the tum- 
bler. ' 

A vase of flowers gracefully ar- 
ranged adds much to tho attractive- 
ness of tho meal. Avoid high .bou* 
quota or set plecea. 

Napklna should be placed nt tho left 
of tho fork. Folds should bo on the 
upper and left sides.- Rcmovo the 
napkin with tho left hand and spread 
It over the lap with tho right. 

Plates should bo arranged at even 
distances around the table. They 
should bo placed right aldo up, one 
inch from the edge of tho table. Plates

Do not misunderstand. Simplicity of 
serving, BultnblUty of dishes, beauty 
and attractlveneaa of the tablo, rath- 
er than an extravagant or elaborate 
Ber^*ice are suggested. 

A very ordinary meal served from 
tho kitchen In Individual portions may 
bo made extremely attractive by a 
well set table, by putting the right 
thing into tho right dish, and by well 
organized serving, correct, almple, 
convenient and woU adapted to any 
particular menu. As Bomo one has 
most effectively said: "The dinner 
hour may bo a time of conviviality and 
feasting, or a time of aordldneaa and 
necessity, depending on tho delicacy 
and plainness of tho service." 

There are general rules and princi- 
ples governing tho setting of tho ta- 
blo and tho serving of meals. In the 
following outline of the setting of tho 



Knives ahould bo placed at the right, 
sharp edge towarda tho plate. 

Fork or forks ahould be at tho left. 
tines up. 

Spoon or spoons should bo placed 
beside the knife, bowl up. 

Not more than five or six Individual 
pieces of Bllvcr should bo placed on 
tho table. Extra silver can J)e served 
with the course when necoBsary. 

Sliver Ib placed or arranged so that 
tho flrst piece to be used .la on tho 
outside or farthest from tho plate. 

Tumbler should be placed at the 
right opposite tho farthest edge of 
plate or at the point of the knife. 

Be sure that all tho required serv- 
ing spoons, knives and forks are on 
tho table or aro put on when the 
dishes are served.

FIRST PRINCIPLES 
OF LANDSCAPE ART 

By A. W. NOLAN, 
Assistant Professor, U nlverslty of 
Illinois. 
Goethe's remark that "Tho beautiful 
must be taken care of; tho uaoful will 
take care of Itself," la to a largo ex- 
tent true today. Tho American peo- 
ple are slow to pay tho price for beau- 
ty, especially In landscape art. We 
are entering upon a. period, however, 
when the esthetic aspects of our aud- 
roundlngs aro beginning to occupy 
our attention. Forestry Is not ono ot 
tho esthetic arts but an Industrial 
ono. the object of which Is similar to 
agriculture, namely, the management 
of the soil for tho production of wood 
crops, yet tho natural beauty, tho 
sylvan charm and the woodsy favor 
of a forest readily suggest tho esthetic 
element which stlmulatoa our artistic 
sense. It will bo ImposBlble to devel- 
op a satisfactory country life without 
conserving all tho beauty ot the land- 
Bcapo. and developing tho people to 
the point of appreciating It. 
. Both tho artistically kept part of 
the city and tho natural neglected for- 
est of the open country contribute tho 
largest element to tho picture in the 
landscape. The forest furnishes the 
background against which the farm 
scenes ehow most attractively. Tho 
broken sky-line of tho trees, the varia- 
tion In form and color of the leaves, 
the massing of shrubs at the borders 
of the forests, the seasonal changes of 
tho foVngo— all are details which the 
landscape gardener seeks to Imitate 
In his efforts to give natural beauty 
to a bit of ground. . ' ' 

There are a few standard principles 
agreed upon by landscape artists 
which will guldo all amateurs to use 
good taste In planting homo and 
school srounda. Theao we may call 
the A. B. C. of landacapoart. 

A., An open greensward In front 
of tho house. 

B. Borders and backgroun^B, maas- 
ed with trees and shrubs. 

0, Curved lines In walks, and ar-. 
rangements of treea. Bhrub masaca 
and flower groupa.

Under A, we must avoid cluttering 
up the green lawn with flower beds, 
sheared shrubs, and other artlflclal af> 
fairs. A slnglo tree, heautirul In Itaolt, 
la not nbjectfonablo on ihe lawn. 

Under B, tho taller trees and shrubs 
must ho In the rear and tho whole 
growth shade down In Bolld mass to 
the ground In front, whore borders of 
flowers may be planted. These bord- 
ers may swing out in curves Into tho 
lawn. 

Under C, the requirements are that 
there shall bo few straight lines In 
the natural landscape planting. If the 
■walks aro long onough, they should 
gently curve, and shrub maaaee may 
be planted in these curves. Tho trees 
and BhrubB should not be In rows but 
in masses and groupa curving natur- 
ally Into the lawn. Tho angles at tho 
building and ground should bo broken 
hy shrubs and flower borders. 

Thero Is little excuso for country 
homo and school grounds being bar- 
ren and unplantod when they stand 
in tho midst of such a wealth of na- 
ture's raaterlal for making them beau- 
tiful. Fortunately nature has aided 
tho indolont and Indlftercnt man in 
many cases by growing tho trees and 
shrubs In abundance about hla home 
and Bchool grounds. Whore such 1b 
the case ho ought to be enjoined 
from cutting them down except to 
shape their arrangement in harmony 
with the correct principles of. land- 
scape art. Where tho natlyo wild 
shrubs and trees grow naturally on 
homo or school grounds, they should 
certainly bo left with proper nrron go- 
ment and control. Such native trees 
as tho maple, tho linden, tho ash, the 
elm, tho popular, the dogwood, tho 
service berry, the buckeye and others, 
and such shrubs as the wild hydran- 
gea, the azalea, tho spice bush, the 
Bumao, the choke cherry and elder, 
may be Buccessfully transplanted from 
the forests and flolds to the homo and 
school groundB with Uttle'coat except 
the labor of Ibvo. 

In school ground planting of treea 
wo havo tho greatest opportunity to 
teach tho practical Iobbou of conaerva- 
tlbn. If a boy helpa plaut and care for 
a treo he gets bis first good lesson In 
ooiisofvatlon ' of national roaourceg.

TURKISH STRONGHOLD IN 

NORTHERN ALBANIA A MON- 
TENEGRIN WAR PRiZE. 



ADRIANOPLE SEEMS DOOMED 



Defeat of Turks Delleved to Be Com- 
plete — According to Reports, tho 
Balkan Allies Have Been Victor- 
ious at All Points. 

London, Oct 29. — With hundreds of 
Its roaldontn lying dead In tho street 
and thousands facing actual starva- 
tion and with Ita length and breadth 
swept by flro. Scutari, tho Turkish 
stronghold In northern Albania, was 
Sunday n Montenegrin war prize. 

Tho Montenegrin bombardment haa 
continued without respite. Tho city 
has virtually fallen, hut the Indomlt- 
ablo bravery of tho Turkish garrison 
is prolonging tho fearful plight of 
those within tho city's gates, which 
can only end In surrender or annihi- 
lation. 

Hundreds of Turkish doBcrtors have 
reached Antlvarla. All wore famished 
for want of food. Tho Montenegrins 
early In tho siego cut off every source 
of food supply loading to tho city and 
for four days the Inhabitants and 
defending soldiers have been subsist- 
ing on famine rations. Sunday night 
several companies of Turkish troops 
looted the homos of all Christians 
within tho city In soarch of food. 

Great bravery Is credited to tho 
crack Montenegrin brigade, command- 
ed by Princo MIrko, and several com- 
panies of Infantry which advanced 
against a withering fire from Turkish 
guns, waist deep In mud. Reaching 
tho outposts they encountered strong 
Turkish forces, but took these strat- 
egic points after vicloua bayonot 
fights. 

London, Oct 29. — Adrlanople burn- 
ing, cut off from the main Turkish 
army nt Domotlka. near the point -of 
starvation, was still withholding Its 
formal surrender Sunday to tho Bul- 
garians and In so doing is daring 
comploto destruction. 

Tho Bulgarians are bombarding tho 
city from every point of tho compass. 
Every outpost has been taken and' 
Bulgarian troops nro within tho outer 
city. Only tho inner circle of 24 
forts remain Intact Proctlcally all 
of the public buildings have been 
razed by flro. 

Off to' tho south of the besieged 
city tho strongest of the Bulgarian 
divisions Is marching on Domotlka, 
where the helpless army of 150,000 
men under Abdullah Pasha Is en- 
camped. 

Reports from Sofla and Bclgrado In- 
dicate that tho Turks have been un- 
able to Improve their desperate plight 
In tho west Tho Servians aro In 
complete control of tho cities of 
Uskub and Kumanova, Tho Turks 
who evacuated Uskub and permitted 
the Servians to take the stronghold' 
without resistance nref reassembling 
forces on tho adjacent holghts await- 
ing further Servian advances. For 
this army there Is no hope of any 
fate except ultimate capture or anni- 
hilation. Retreat Is , cut off to the 
south by tho Greeks operating north- 
ward from the town of Servla; to tho 
west are the Montenegrins, who will 
push eastward as soon as Scutari has 
fallen, 

War critics declare that tho en- 
veloping campaign of tho Balkan 
allies has succeeded to an extent that 
has no parallel In tho annals of mod- 
em warfare. Not a single Turkish 
victory of Importanco has been re- 
corded. 

Belgrade. Oct 28.— With tho cap- 
ture of Uskub tho main strength of 
tho Ottoman troops in the province of 
Macedonia was broken Sunday. The 
Servians, while pushing ahead for 
Adrlanople, aro arming tho Macedon- 
ians with war accoutrements taken 
from tho Turks and leaving ofllcers 
to drill them. 

The Turks were so hotly pursued 
after the battle of Kumanova that 
they did not stop at Uskub. but fled 
further south, killing women, children 
and old men.

Scientists Charter Yacht to Visit 
South America. 



Characteristics of Country and Habits 
of Tribes That Live There to Be 
Studied for Months by Mem- 
bers of Expedition. 



Philadelphia. — Aboard tho Mermaid, 
a 120-foot steam yacht, tho members 
of the University of Pennsylvania 
South American expedition left hero 
for the Amazon. Tho yacht will voy- 
age by way of Porto Rico. Barbadoa 
'and Trinidad to Para, at tho mouth 
of tho Amazon, and will then ateam 
up the great river into one of Ita up- 
per trlbutarica, proceeding up tho un- 
charted^ atrcam until tho shallows 
check her. Sho will then bo moorod 
and servo as headquarters for the ex- 
ploring parties, which will use tho gas- 
oline launch and canoes with which 
ahe Is equipped In order to reach those 
polnta on the river which are not 
navigable by tho yacht herself. "When 
the observations shall have been com- 
pleted In any given locallty^the coUeo- 
tiona will bo assombled on the yacht, 
which will then pass on to the next 
tributary to be explored. Para or 
Manaos will eerve aa a base of sup- 
plIoB. according to the region of tho 
Amazon baaln to which the expedition 
directs Its attention for the time being. 

Tho main purpose of the expedition 
la to Btudy the Indian tribes of the 
Amazon valley, which have not been 
Btudled In detail, and to collect for 
the unlveralty muaeum apeclmena of 
their arta. Industries, customs and 
modes of life. Their songs will be re- 
corded on the phonograph, and their 
dances and various actlvltica will be 
reproduced by the movlng-plcturo cam- 
era. Systematic studies will be mado 
of the native languages, religious and 
aoclal ayatoms and decorative art. In 
brief, tho expedition seeks to furnish 
as complete a record as modem meth- 
ods can afford of Iho natlvo life of tho 
Amazon valley and to lllUBtrate these 
studies by adequate collections assem- 
bled-In the unlveralty muaeum. 

The remoteness and seclusion of 
many of the tribes which will bo 
studied Is Indicated by the fact that 
such a condition aa that reported on 
the PutamaV; river can exiat In the 
face of modem civilization and with- 
out Intorforonco from any local gov- 
ernment. 

While the atudy of native Ufo forms 
the main object of tho expedition, oth- 
er aspects of exploration will not be 
neglected. A medical Investigator will 
accompany the party for tho purpose 
of studying beri-berl and other fatal 
diseases peculiar to tho Amazon re- 
gion, and tho flora and fauna .'of the 
country will receive due attention. 
, The man selected by the muaeum to 
have charge of tho expedition, la Al- 
got X>ange, whoso experiences In the 
iuugles of tho Amazon two years ago, 
when accompanying a party of rubber 
hunters, nearly co^t him his Ufo. 
With Lange will be"^ associated an 
ethnologist, a naturalist, a pbyalolan 
and a movlng-plcturo photographer. 
The physician chosen for the post la 
Dr. Franklin Church of Now York. 



No danger Is anticipated from the 
natives, who aro peaceably Inclined 
and hoBpltable to strangers. In deal- 
ing .with these tribes many simple 
gifts will bo mado In exchange for 
feather work, bows and arrows and 
blowguns, drums and musical instm- 
mcnts, decorated calabashes and pot- 
tery.
